RESPONSE TO LETTER OF NON-COMPLIANT AMENDMENT: 



in response to tne Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment dated November 27, 
2007, enclosed kindly find on the following two pages: current claims 1 - 17, 
with revisions to claims 1 and Claim 11, the latter revision to comply with the 
Patent Examiner's requirements; also added are new claims 14 • 17. 

Claims 14 and 15 cover the lower frequency ranges of 8,000 - 10,000 cpm and 
8,000- 17,500 cpm which are described on page 13, lines 13 -17. 

Claim 16 describes the resonant frequency as being undamped and is inherent in 
the self-supporting aspect of the flexible wire shaft 1320 as illustrated in FIC.1 and 
described on page 9, lines 13-16. 

Claim 17 covers the use of one or more sealed batteries, and is disclosed on 
page 5, lines 22; and, 26 - 27.
